is no law whereby a non-qualified person 
shall be liable to punishment if he assume 

| without due knowledge the business of com- 
pounding and selling médicines.. In the 
great cities and large towns, the druggist’s is 
aseparate and distinct business, over which, 
at times, a legally qualified person is placed 
as head. .In the smaller towns, the villa- 
ges, and the hamlets, medicines and gro- 
ceries are often sold over the same counter, 
and the shop-boy, witha courage worthy 
of a better cause, will turn from making up 
a pound of sugar to compounding a pre- 
scription, boldly guessing at the main in- 
gredients. 


The culpability is greater across the 
water than with us, for ever since 1815, 
there has been an Apothecaries’ Act in 
England, under which a non-qualified per- 
son may:he prosecuted and fined for dis- 
pensing medicines without a license frem 
the Apothecaties’ Company. “This is a 
chartered Institution, with large funds, 
which itself furnishes the profession with 
medicines, the genuineness of which is 
guaranteed. But, seized with the ambition 
of rivaling the College of Physicians, the 
Apothecaries’ Company of Londen have 
long since departed from their legitimate 
duty, and extending their examinations to 
the practice of physic, have in ® manner 
neglected the main point of ascertaining 
the candidate’s knowledge of drugs, their 
origin, uses, qualities, and operation.. The 
effect is, # licentiate Apothecary in Eng- 
land forthwith becomes a general prac- 
titioner;—a physician,in fact, in all but 
name,—leaving the dispensing of medi- 
cines and the compounding of prescriptions 
to the mere druggist who may be (but 
generally is not) a qualified Apothecdry. 

In Treland, on. the other hand, by some 
happy accident of legislation, all that can 
practically prevent poisoning by peradven- 
ture, has long since been dons. As far 
back as 1796, a iaw was passed by the 
Irish Parliament. (peace to its manes !) 
which contained the following simple pro- 
visos : that none but a licentiate apothe- 
cary should compound a prescription ; that 
every ,pérson before being  épprenticed 
should pass afi examination in Latin, the 
language in which physicians’ ' presctip- 
tions are written ; and that at theend of his 
term he must passa strict examination as 
to his knowledge of drugs and medicines,sim - 
ple and compounded, and also of the lead- 
ing elements of chemistry and botany. Out 
of ‘all this some of the best apothecaries in 
the world are made—men whe do not prac- 
tice, but dispense medicine: There are 


very few druggists in Ireland—soarcely any- 


except im the wholésale line—and ‘it is 


| doubtful whether, within the last fifty 


years, there have been half a dezen deaths 
in Ireland. arising eut of the tneFadatinis- 
tration of medicine there.

wife—are enough to circulate the 
black bile all through him. He adopts 
this method of working off his fury. It 
is a plausible way. Nobody suspects that 
under the cover of devotion to public good 
he is really gratifying private vengeance. 
The usages of genteel society will not 
allow him to ‘curse and swear, but he can 
get at this enjoyment by a shorter cut; he 
can be righteously indignant ; he can fal- 
fill the apostolic injunction, *‘ Be ye angry 
and sin not.” 

Slashing is fast becoming one of the 
eurses of the press, the hyena of the age. 
The progress of civilization has nearly put 
down dueling, and men are now supposed 
to live on reasons of courtesy and refined 
morality. Butthe slasher, safe from per- 
sonal accountability, coriverts his freedom 
into licentiousness, and as he is happily safe 
from having his courage tested, he can 
afford to be braver than the bravest. The 
very virtue of society, that gives him im- 
munity fgom a barbarous custom, is a li- 
eense for daily outrages. Neither private 
worth nor public merit, neither the purity 
of. home. mor the sanctity of the grave, is 
safe from his unhallowed intrusion. . Is ita 
theme for slashing? Oan he play the cut 
and thrust game on a grand scale? This 
is sufficient ; everything else is a trifling 
abeidesation.
